natural controls. Winter forage became in- 


adequate and the range was ruined by in- 


tensive browsing. The deer population was 


then severely decimated by starvation and 


disease, The range was left incapable of 


supporting more than a small fraction of 
the animals that it could once maintain. 
This pattern is not anticipated for the 
Alaska moose which is hardier and more 
resourceful than deer. However, it is 
clear that interests of both man and moose 


“would be better served by reasonable hunt- 


ing and intelligent range management than 
by intensive predator control and promis~ 
cuous range burning.

CURIOUS AROUT THREE SISTERS? 


‘For some more information about the little 


known and new-to-Sierra-Club Three Sisters 
area in Oregon, a couple of reports on 
this fascinating volcanic and glacial 
country have been recommended to Base 
Campers (August 8-21). 

One of the most readable reports on the 
area is "Mount Multnomah," by Dr, Edwin 
fT. Hodge, former University of Oregon and 


Oregon State College geologist, now re- 


tired. He believed that a giant mountain, 
hypothetical Multnomah, once reared its 
dome over the entire area now covered by 
the Three Sisters. His theory has been 
discredited, but his observations of the 
area are outstanding. 

Dr. HowellWilliams, in his booklet "The 
Ancient Volcanoes of Oregon," devotes 
considerable space to the Three Sisters 
and adjacent region, including Broken 
Top and Bachelor. It was Dr. Williams who 
ripped the Multnomah theory to pieces. 

He also covers the adjacent volcanoes, 
including the ice-gouged Pliocéne volcances 
to the north, Mt, Washington and Three~ 
Fingered Jack. Dr. Williams is head of the 
geology department at the University of 
California.
